Edward  Lincoln  was  born  April _ ,  1793,  at  Chilon,  Kent  County,  England,  Nothing 

is  known  of  his  early  life,  or  of  the  life  cf  Amy  Mepstead,  except  that  she  was 
bsrn  May  18,  1808,  also  in  Kent  County.  Their  son,  Henry  William,  wrote  in  1926: 
"Father  and  Mother  wore  not  bom  on  the  Island  where  I  was  raised.  We  had  to  be 
ferried  across  a  large  river  to  go  to  Mother’s  birthplace.  I  went  with  Mother 
once  that  I  recollect  when  I  was  eight  or  nine  years  old.  Her  brother,  James, 
took  me  out  in  the  woods  to  gather  strawberries,  and  he  also  took  me  to  his 
brother  George’s  house  to  see  his  p6t  squirrels.  Uncle  George  was  very  hard  of 
hearing,  and  he  lived  by  himself.  Mother  also  had  a  sister  named  Grace.  The 
place  where  we  oi’ossed  the  river  was  named  Hearty  Ferry. 

The  Island,  mentioned  above,  wa3  the  Isle  of  Sheppey  at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames 
River,  about  forty  miles  southeast  of  London.  The  obituary  of  the  oldest  son 
mentions  that  he  (John)  was  born  at  Suffolk,  so  the  famixy  may  have  lived  here 
for  a  time,  but  it  is  known  that  they  lived  for  a  number  of  years  at  Minster, 
four  miles  from  Sheemess,  on  the  Isle  of  Sheppey.  Their  home  was  on  Minster 
Street,  the  main  street  of  the  village,  and  was  very  near  the  beautiful  Mincer 
Abbey  church  in  which  their  children  were  baptized.  Church  records  list  wa..c 
Lincoln  as  a  day  laborer.  He  may  have  labored  as  a  farmer  or  possibly  as  a 
sheep  herder,  as  the  coat  and  staff  might  suggest.  (See  picture.) 


The  Lincoln  family  Bible  (brought  from  England  and  now  in  the  possession  of  this 
writer)  gives  the  following  record  of  the  family  of  Edward  and  Amy  Lincoln.

Amy  Ann  Grace  bom  January  25,  1853 
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In  October,  1957,  Nellie  and  Hazel  Lincoln  of  Grinnell,  Iowa,  had  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  visiting  Sheernass  and  Minster,  England,  and  of  seeing  Minster  Street 
and  Minster  Abbey  Church.  The  old  and  the  new  is  beautifully  combined  in  toe 
Abbey.  It  is  built  partly  of  Caen  stone  and  partly  of  Kentish  ragstone.  In 
the  oldest  parts  of  the  church,  Homan  tiles  are  used.  Begun  as  a  monastic 
church,  the  parish  church  was  added  later,  and  the  two  stand  right  together. 
The  church  has  a  ring  of  six  bells,  five  of  which  were  cast  in  1663.  On  the 
south  face  of  the  tower  is  a  clock  which  was  installod  in  1800,  The  church 
contains  many  old  tombs,  old  paintings,  brass  pieces,  chalices,  and  many 
other  treasures. 

The  Vicar  of  the  church  stated  that  Minster  Abbey  is  the  oldest  Anglo-Saxon 
church  in  England,  the  oldest  part  having  been  built  670-675  A.B.  Several 
additions  have  been  built,  some  in  the  twelfth  century  and  some  as  late  as 
1878 r  The  oldest  part  of  the  church,  having  been  in  disuse  for  many  years, 
was  rededicated  in  1927,  Other  parts  have  been  in  constant  use  (the  "/icar 
said)  for  more  than  1200  years. 

Safe  in  the  vaults  of  Minster  Abbey  are  baptismal  records  dating  back  for 
five-hundred  years.  The  Vicar  kindly  opened  the  book  dated  1835-1837  and 
brought  to  view  the  baptismal  records  of  Mary  Ann  Lincoln,  entered  in  1835, 
and  Edward  Lincoln,  entered  in  1837,  when  each  was  about  two  months  of  age* 

No  doubt  records  of  all  the  Lincoln  children  are  to  be  found  there  in  Minster 
Abbey,  (Record  of  dates  not  taken  to  the  Abbey^  but  the  two  mentioned  were 
remembered . ) 

It  was  from  this  tiny  village  of  Minster  that  the  Lincoln  family  took  leave 
of  their  native  land  in  the  fall  of  1853.  Meanwhile,  the  second  son,  George, 
had  preceded  the  others  to  America  in  1851.  He  stopoed  first  in  New  fork, 
then  wont  on  west  to  Chicago.  He  helped  to  build  the  Chicago  and  Rock  Island 
Railroad. 

The  oldest  son,  John  Frederick,  was,  by  1853,  married  to  Elizabeth  (Betsy)  Page 
and  the  father  of  two  children.  They  remained  in  England  until  1855,  when 
they,  too,  came  to  America. 
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Edward  and  Amy  Lincoln,  with  the  five  children  still  at  home  (the  two  older  sons 
were  away  and  two  children  were  deceased,  as  later  records  will  show)  went  by 
small  boat  up  the  Thames  River  to  London,  where  they  boarded  the  sailing  vessel, 
DEVONSHIRE.  Probably  this  was  about  the  middle  of  September,  1853.  The  DEVONSHIRE 
had  been  chartered  by  Prince  Albert  for  use  in  transporting  a  large  company  of 
German  emigrants  to  America,  but  it  had  room  for  many  passengers.  The  Lincolns 
were  numbered  among  the  nearly  1000  steerage  passengers  on  the  ship. 

At  first,  the  weather  was  stormy  (probably  the  autumn  equinox),  then  the  sea  became 
Calm.  Sailing  vessels  required  wind  5  without  it,  the  ships  were  stranded  at  seal 
This  was  the  fate  of  the  DEVONSHIRE.  From  the  time  they  left  England,  it  was  seven 
weeks  and  three  days  before  the  weary  passengers  again  saw  land. 

During  this  long  voyage,  the  Lincolns  endured  several  misfortunes.  The  father, 
Edward  Sr.,  was  severely  injured  when  he  was  struck  by  a  barrel  of  potatoes  which 
rolled  over  when  the  ship  lurched.  (Each  family  had  to  provide  enough  food  for  the 
entire .journey,  thus  the  potatoes.)  He  wa3  practically  helpless  for  several  weeks. 
Also.,  Asiatic  Cholera  broke  out  on  board,  and  one-tenth  of  the  steerage  passengers 
were  buried  at  sea.  One  tiny  victim  was  the  baby,  Amy  Ann  Grace,  who  died  on 
October  22  3  1853,  aged  nine  months.  She,  too,  went  to  a  watery  grave.  The  family 
recalled  that  it  was  not  at  all  unusual  to  see  several  bodies,  side  by  side  on  the 
decks,  ready  for  burial  in  the  sea.  Limewater  was  used  as  the  chief  disinfectant* 

The  mother,  Amy  M.  Lincoln,  and  the  daughter,  Mary  Ann,  were  kept  busy  helping  to 
care  for  the  sick,  so  tie  sixteen-year  old  son,  Edward  Jr.,  had  to  do  most  of  the 
cooking  for  the  family,  as  he  himself  recalled  in  later  years. 

Eventually,  Staten  Island  was  reached  1  There  the  passengers  were  all  quarantined 
for  48  hours,  before  they  woro  permitted  to  leavo  by  steamboat  for  Albany,  New  York 
There,  thoy  boarded  a  so-called  "emigrant  train"  which  had  no  cushions  on  the  seats 
and  not  onough  seats.  Many  of  the  passengers  had  to  sit  on  the  floor  in  box  cars 
until  the  train  reached  Buffalo.  There  they  were  told  they  might  take  a  boat  to 
Cleveland,  but  the  Lincolns  were  tired  of  travel  by  water!  Again,  Edward  Sr.  pur¬ 
chased  tickets  for  the  last  lap  of  their  journey,  by  train  to  Columbus,  Ohio. 
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Upon  their  arrival  there,  Mary  Ann  and  Edward  Jr,  walked  fifteen  miles  to  the 
home  of  their  Uncle  George  Lincoln,  brother  of  Edward  Sr,,  who  had  come  to  Ohio  a 
few  years  earlier.  He  drove  to  Columbus  for  the  rest  of  the  family,  and  they 
all  remained  in  his  home  for  a  time  until  they  moved  to  a  farm  near  Groveport,  in 
Pickaway  County.  They  lived  in  a  loghouse  for  the  next  twelve  years. 

Meanwhile,  in  1855,  the  oldest  son,  John  Frederick,  his  wife  Elizabeth,  and  their 
two  children  came  from  England,  They,  too,  settled  near  Groveport,  About  1860 
they  moved  to  Columbus,  where  they  spent  the  rest  of  their  lives. 

An  obituary  found  in  the  OHIO  STATE  JOURNAL  for  May  15,  1898,  says  of  John 
fVedarick:  n0ne  of  the  best-known  Masons  of  the  State  died  at  his  home, .117 
East  Spring  (Columbus)  about  4  p,m.  Thursday,  May  12,  John  F,  Lincoln  had  more 
than  a  local  acquaintance ,  and  his  death  will  be  mourned  in  more  than  one  lodge 
room.  ...,Ho  suffered  three  paralytic  strokes,  but  still  his  rugged  constitution 
resisted  the  disease,  and  he  lingered  until  Thursday  when  he  peacefully  accep  Q 
the  summons  of  the  Master  Mason. 

nHe  came  to  Columbus  from  Kent  County,  England.  He  began  working  for  the  B  &  0 
Railroad,  then  was  employed  by  the  American  Express  Company.  At  the  br®a^ln|  out 
of  the  Civil  War,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  State  Arsenal  on  West  Main  ree 
and  rendered  the  State  and  Union  valuable  service.  Next  he  served  for  sixteen 
years  as  mail  clerk  for  the  Columbus  Post  Office.  He  was  elected  Secretary  of 
Magnolia  Lodge  F.  &  A.  M.  and  filled  this  responsible  position  ever  since. 

The  second  son,  George,  mentioned  earlier  as  having  moved  to  Chicago,  later  moved 
west  to  Cedar  County,  Iowa,  where  he  was  married  to  Ruhama  (known  as  Ruth;  mi 
of  Red  Oak,  Iowa.  Except  for  three  years  spent  in  Ohio,  they  lived  for  the  res 
of  their  lives  in  eastern  Iowa,  They  are  survived  by  a  Large  number  of  descend¬ 
ants,  scattered  over  various  parts  of  Iowa  and  throughout  tbo  country.

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By  1860,  Edward  Sr,  had  been  naturalized  in  time  to  vote  for  Abraham  Lincoln  89 
President;  Mary  Ann  had  married  Goorgo  Simmons,  also  from  England,  whom  3  no  had 
met  while  crossing  on  the  DEVONSHIRE,  and  Edward  Jr.  had  married  Elizabeth  Chris¬ 
tie,  who  had  coma  to  America  from  Bannockburn,  Scotland,  end  settled  near 
Columbus . 

Those  were  the  days  of  the  pioneer  movement  westward  i  The  Lincoln  and  the 
Simmons  families  joined  the  march.  There  were  fifteen  members  of  the  Lincoin- 
Simmons  Caravan  who,  in  the  spring  of  1865,  started  for  Iowa.  They  were:  Edward 
Sr.  and  Amy  Mepstead  Lincoln  with  the  two  sons,  Henry  William  and  Ernest  Edwin, 
still  at  home:  George  and  Mary  Ann  Lincoln  Simmons  with  their  four  young  sons, 
Robert,  Lsnco ,  William,  and  Edward  5  Edward  Jr.  and  Elizabeth  Christie  Lincoln  wih 
thoir  three  young  sons,  Robert,  Edward,  and  Andrew  (who  was  only  six  weeks  of  ago.; 

Henry  William  Lincoln  and  George  Simmons  traveled  by  freight  train  with  the  furni¬ 
ture,  and  the  horses  and  wagons,  while  the  others  traveled  by  passenger  train. 

Tho  family  often  recalled  that,  somewhere  in  Indiana,  their  train  was  sxdetrackv.c 
so  that  the  funeral  train,  bearing  the  body  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  might  pass  on  -4 
way  to  Springfield,  Illinois,  for  his  burial.  The  Lincoln  and  Simmons  families 
roached  Grinnell,  then  tho  wostorn  terminal  of  the  Rock  island  Railroad,  on 
April  20,  1865. 

The  families  had  purchased,  from  a  man  in  Columbus,  120  acres  of  land  in  Sections 
17-18,  Washington  Township,  Poweshiek  County,  Iowa,  for  $4  an  acre.  Upon  reach¬ 
ing  thoir  holdings,  they  were  much  disappointed  to  find  the  land  rough  a  w  - 
out  timber ,  but,  like  true  pioneers,  they  want  to  work  to  reclaim  tho  wilderness 
of  prairie.  The  land  was  divided  into  three  parcels,  of  forty  acres  each,  fo 
the  Edward  Sr.  family,  the  George  Simmons  family,  and  the  Edward  Jr.  family.  g» 
outs  were  thoir  first  sholters,  but  soon  they  built  rough  log  cabins  where  they 
lived  until  they  wore  ablo  to  build  moro  comfortable  homos.  Ono  can  still  see 
tho  depression  in  tho  ground  whore  one  of  these  first  dugouts  housed  our  ances¬ 
tors.  Warren  Lincoln,  groat-groat-grandson  of  Edward  and  Amy,  now  lives  on  - 
land  purchased  in  1865.  His  children  are  tho  sixth  goneration  to  occupy  the  land. 
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Henry  William  Lincoln,  soon  tired  of  Iowa  pioneering,  roturned  to  Ohio  where, 
in  1870,  he  was  married  to  Nancy  Jane  Palmer.  They  spent  tho  rest  of  their 
lives  near  Groveport.  Henry  William  passed  away  in  1930,  the  last  member  of  the 
family  of  Edward  and  Amy  Mopstoad  Lincoln.  Several  members  of  the  family  of 
Henry  William  and  Nancy  still  live  in  the  vicinity  of  Groveport,  Ohio. 

Ernest  Edwin  Lincoln  was  married  in  1876  to  Elizabeth  Thompson  of  near  Grinnell, 
Iowa.  For  many  years  they  livod  on  a  farm  in  tho  Oak  Grove  community,  about  two 
miles  from  the  land  to  which  the  family  had  come  in  1865.  They  then  moved  to 
Grinnell  where  they  spent  their  last  years.  All  of  the  suriving  members  of  their 
family  live  in  or  near  Grinnoll. 

George  and  Nary  Ann  Simmons  spont  some  years  in  the  Oak  Grove  community,  then 
moved  to  Grinnell  whero  thoy  livod  for  many  yoars,  and  where  they  ended  their 
days.  None  of  their  family  are  now  living. 

Edward  Jr.  an3  Elizabeth  Christie  Lincoln  lived  for  many  years  on  the  land  to 
which  they  first  came.  There  in  1907,  Elizabeth  passed  away,  but  Edward  remained 
on  tho  farm  until  1914,  then  moved  to  Grinnell  where  he  spent  his  final  years.  He 
is  survived  by  only  his  youngest  son,  John  Charlos,  who  lives  in  Grinnell. 

The  parents,  Edward  Sr.  and  Amy  M.  Lincoln,  ended  their  days  on  their  farm  in 
Washington  Township.  He  passed  away  on  June  9;f  1882,  and  she  on  March  4,  1884. 
Thoy  are  buried  in  Westfield  Cemetery,  a  beautiful  spot  about  four  miles  from 
their  farm  homo.  More  than  thirty  of  their  descendants  also  are  buried  in  West- 
field  cemetery,  including  Mary  Ann  and  George  Simmons,  Edward  and  Elizabeth 
Christie  Lincoln,  Ernest  Edwin  and  Elizabeth  Thompson  Lincoln.  Also  five  of  these 
who,  as  young  boys,  came  to  Iowa  in  1865  are  buried  there?  They  are?  Lance  and 
William  Simmons,  Robert,  Edward,  and  Andrew  Lincoln. 

Descendants  of  tho  family  are  scattered  far  and  wide.  Thoy  live  in  many  states, 
and  they  follow  many  different  kinds  of  occupations.  Many  are  farmers  or  business¬ 
men;  some  are  ministers  or  toachers;  many  are  homomakers.  So  far  as  is  known,  not 
one  of  the  many  hundred  descendants  has  brought  real  discredit  to  tho  family. 

Some  have  made  rather  notable  achievements.  Many  are  active  worker®  in  churches 
and  community  life* 

^Tombstone  states  Juno  9,  but  family  Bible  states  Juno  10. 
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After  page  6  had  been  completed,  the  following  obituaries  were  discovered  in  old 
issues  of  the  GRINNELL  HERALD  now  on  microfilm  at  Stewart  Library  in  Grinnell. 

HERALD  for  June  13,  1882.  "In  the  vicinity  of  Oak  Grove,  June  10, *1882,  Edward 
Lincoln,  aged  87*  years  and  2  months,  leaving  his  wife  in  her  75th  year  and  six 
children,  three  here,  the  rest  in  Ohio.#  The  deceased  was  a  native  of  Chilon, 
County^ Kent,  England.  They  emigrated  to  this  country  in  1854*  £ad  lived  in  Ohio 
eleven*  years,  then  came  to  this  place. 

"The  deceased  was  confined  to  his  bed  but  a  short  time,  and  about  his  last  words 
were  ’Let  Death  come;  I  am  prepared  and  willing  to  go.’  The  funeral  was  largely 
attended  and  conducted  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  Some  appropriate  remarks  were 
delivered  by  Ezra  Pierson  of  this  place."  Oak  Grove,  June  12,  1882. 

#Note:  Items  marked  with  *  may  be  printer's  errors,  as  it  is  doubtful  that  copy 
was  carefully  proofread  at  that  early  day.  Corrections  are!  June  10  agrees  with 
Family  Bible  entry  but  not  with  tombstone;  probably  June  10  is  correct.  Since  he 
was  born  in  1793,  according  to  the  Bible,  he  was  89  years  and  2  months,  not  87. 

It  is  known  that  the  family  came  to  the  U.S,  in  1853,  not  1854,  and  remained  in 
Ohio  12,  not  11,  years.  It  is  possible  that  the  son  George  was  in  Ohio  at  this 
particular  time,  although  most  of  his  life  was  spent  in  eastern  Iowa. 

HERALD  for  March  18,  1884,  "At  the  residence  of  E,  E.  Lincoln,  March  4,  1884,  Anne 
Lincoln,  aged  76,  mother  of  Edward,  Ernest,  and  Mary  Ann  Simmons.  Mother  Lincoln 
was  born  in  County  Kent,  Englaad,  came  over  to  this  country  in  1853  with  her  hus¬ 
band  and  severer  children,  settled  in  Ohio  until  the  spring  of  1865,  when  she  came  to 
Oak  Grove  and  resided  here  until  her  death. 

Mother  Lincoln  was  raised  in  the  Church  of  England  and  has  ever  been  faithful  in 
serving  her  Heavenly  Father  and  has  been  ready  and  waiting  for  the  last  year  or 
more  to  enter  the  place  of  redeeming  love  and  to  shout  victory  through  Christ  her 
Redeemer.  The  funeral  service  occurred  March  6,  conducted  by  Friends  at  Oak  Grove, 
after  which  the  remains  were  taken  to  Westfield  for  interment."  D.A, 

#A11  family  records  give  her  name  as  Amy,  a3  does  the  tombstone.  This  may  have 
been  a  misprint,  or  perhaps  her  middle  name.  Actually  only  four  childron  arrived 
with  their  poront3,  as  explained  earlier. 
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Occasionally  some  of  the  Lincoln  and  Simmons  families  have  met  for  reunions. 

One  such  occasion  was  in  1932  when  the  group  mot  at  Oak  Grovo  Church  in  Washing¬ 
ton  Township  (Noto:  Edward  Jr.  hod  been  one  of  the  foundors  of  tho  church)  One 
of  the  beloved  older  members  of  the  family  was  Robert  Lincoln,  oldest  son  of 
Edward  and  Elisabeth.  He  remembered  the  long  trek  from  Ohio  to  Iowa  when  he  was 
five  years  of  age.  He  was  for  many  years  pastor  of  the  Oak  Grove  Friends  Church 
and  later  of  tho  Westfield  Church.  Tho  following  poem  ho  composed  for  the  re¬ 
union  of  1932,  when  ho  was  in  his  72nd  year.

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On  the  following  pages,  tho  writer  has  attempted  to  giVe  as  complete  as  possible 
a  list  of  names,  addresses,  and  birthdays  for  all  living  members  of  the  family. 
Also  included  are  the  years  of  birth  and  of  death  for  deceased  members  insofar 
as  these  could  be  found. 

Doubtless  some  errors  have  been  made,  for  it  has  been  found'  to  be  almost  impos¬ 
sible  to  get  complete  information,  and  "to  err  is  human, "  It  is  hopod  that  those 
who  may  care  to  study  this  booklet  will  truly  ’’prize  our  family  tree,”  as  Uncle 
Robert  said  in  his  poem.  Addresses  are,  of  course,  subject  to  frequent  change, 
but,  since  names  moan  little  if  their  location  is  not  known,  tho  addresses  as 
given  in  1958  havo  boon  included.  Almost  certainly,  too,  changes  in  families 
will  occur  almost  daily,  for  such  aro  the  uncertainties  of  life.  Tho  best  hoped 
for  is  that  this  will  bo  approximately  correct  as  of  the  date  of  issue. 

The  preparation  of  this  family  record  has  beon  an  enjoyable  task,  and  rewarding, 
too,  for  it  has  brought  me  into  contact  with  many  fino  pooplo  who  are  members  of 
this  big  family.  To  oach  ono  who  has  holpod  me  in  any  way  in  securing  tho 
matoriol  for  this  booklet,  here  is  a  big  THANK  YOU.
